The prop:sed amendment applies 
to only 47 appellate judges and 132 
district judges over the 6tate.

The amendment is one of eight 
t: be voted on at the general lect- 
tion— it is last on the ballot—and 
will authorize the Texas Legislature 
to establish a judiciary system that 
will provide more economical and 
efficient administration of justice, 
a more independent judiciary, rn re 
Federal judges has been in effe t 
competent judges and security for 
aged and infirm judges who have 
devoted their lives to public service. 
Texas is one of only 17 states 
that do not provide fir retirement 
of members of the Judiciary. Thirty- 
one states, including Louisiana, Ar­ 
kansas and New Mexico, have adopt­ 
ed similiar plans 
Retirement for 
V many years. 
The prop:sed amendment applies 
to only 47 appellate judges and 132 
district judges over the State.

There are more than 62.030 speech 
defective youngsters attending1 ele­ 
mentary schools in Texas today — 
"and an ther 8,300 will be added 
next year”—a study by the Institute 
of Logopedi-s revealed this week. 
The Texfio figures were a part of 
a general study of the number of 
speech-defective youngsters in tire 
nation’s schools. 
In what he called "a frank a t­ 
tempt to make the public aware cf 
the plight of speech defective per­ 
son*,” Dr. Martin P. Palmer, direc­ 
tor of the Institute, explained that 
the grim prediction for 1949 was 
“nohing unusual”, but was based 
upon the fact that five per cent cf 
the children born in any year will 
have speech defects to overcoat*', 
In America t.day, he said, 4,000,- 
000 persons are handicapped be­ 
speech disorders—a number eQttal 
to two-thirds of the population of 
| the Lone Star State. 
“Speech defects 
have 
Waffled 
medical science for hundreds cf 
I years, so fur as preventative meas- 
j sure.- are concerned," Dr. Palmer 
said, “and there is n ; ground ior 
I hope that Texas cr the nation can 
expect any decrease in their occup­ 
ance. 
However, in the field of 
orroction—that 
is, 
logopedics— 
great strides have been made in the 


last two decades. 
It has been de­ 
monstrated that even severe types 
I f speech defects can be corrected 
by scientific training. 
"This gives rise to the hope that 
in the not too distant future esab- 
lishment of adequate facilities anc 
adoption of logopedics as a career 
by a sufficient number of 
y ung 
men and women will make It possi­ 
ble for all of t e speech-handicupp- 
| ed to have professional assistance. 
However, this time will not xm e un­ 
til there i^ greater public concern 
ver the problem cf speech defects.'
